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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 21 February attended by Cllrs Todd (chair), 
Brewer, Clarke, Clinch, Colley, Drake, Flux, Hill and Lee. Apologies: Cllrs Fisher, Stevens, Cosgrove, Swash, 
Dist Cllr O’Sullivan and Coun Clir Matthews. Cllr Todd thanked Pauline Farley for ‘Stepping in at short notice 
for the Clerk, who is ‘recovering from a hip operation. 
VILLAGE POLICEMAN: Before the meeting opened formally the Chairman introduced and welcomed 
Police Constable Bob Donohue, who is the new Area Beat Officer for the Parish. Pc Donohue has been a 
policeman for 22 years and took over responsibility for policing the 10 villages in his patch from Pc Dave 
Keats, who recently retired. Bob explained that the emphasis on policing is changing, with a return to some of 
the old ways with officers on the beat listening to what people want. He said recorded crimes in Deddington 
last year totalled 72, in Clifton there were four and in Hempton there was just one. About half of all crimes 
-were thefts of or from cars and police have identified about a dozen likely offenders from Banbury, 
Gloucestershire and Oxford. He is hoping to get Neighbourhood Watch established in the Parish and said that if 
people want to contact him they should ring 01865 266615 (or 999 if the call is urgent). 
WOODLAND TRUST UPDATE: Cllr Flux reported the total raised to date is about £3,400, including 
£1,100 which has been covenanted: two other charities may also make donations. Letters from Sylvie 
Spenceley and Mr Herring, the vendor of the land which has been earmarked for the new woodland, urged 
support for the project. Mr Herring said he is concerned about destruction of ancient hedges and indiscriminate : 
building of farm structures whereas woodland would enhance the landscape and be good for flora and fauna. 
He added that he hoped the PC would support and contribute to the project, which was for the enjoyment of 
future generations. The Parish Council agreed to confirm its previously stated views on the project. 
- PUBLIC TOILETS: Clir Miss Hill reported on the provision of public toilets in the village centre. Clirs 
agreed to investigate the possibility of upgrading the existing toilet at the Town Hall and opening it to the 
’ public on a trial basis, before committing themselves to building separate facilities. 
REPAIRS TO CHURCH CLOCK AND TOWN HALL: Two estimates for work of the clock have been 
received, Cllr Mrs Brewer will make a recommendation to the next PC meeting, once members of the 
Environment sub-committee have studied the complex figures. Two estimates have also been received for work 
on the Town Hail roof, north elevation, brickwork and electrics but both companies will be asked for their 
proposed start and finish dates before a decision is made on awarding the contract. Both will also be asked for 
estimates for carrying out the work on the Town Hall toilet. 
BEST KEPT VILLAGE COMPETITION: Parish Council is seeking the views of villagers in Clifton and 
‘Hempton on whether they would like to enter the small village class of this year’s competition, for which 
Deddington would enter the medium village class. The entry fee is £10 for each village. 
RECREATION & GRANTS; 1. Clir Drake said the three play areas at the Windmill Centre and Clifton 
should be inspected yearly by RoSPA to keep them legal and to comply with terms of insurance. PC agreed to 
set aside £4.50 per site plus £1.50 per item of equipment to pay for the inspection. 2, The 1996 Summer 
Playscheme hopes to expand to cater for 60 children this year. It has been highly successful over the past two 
years and the PC agreed to underwrite this year’s Scheme in the sum of £100 subject to sight of the accounts. 
3. Cllrs were keen to support the new Day Care Centre at the Windmill, for up to 15 frail and elderly people 
one day a week. A hot meal will be provided and the sclieme will be staffed by volunteers under the auspices of 
Social Services. PC to grant up to £1,000 towards the setting-up costs of the scheme. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Cllr Mrs Brewer announced details of the ceremony on Leap Day to bury the 
Deddington Business Time Capsule beneath a flagstone under the Town Hall. PC to contribute a Deddington 
Guide, the February 1996 edition of Deddington News and the village page from the Banbury Guardian. All 
proceeds will go to Katharine House Hospice and Cllrs agreed unanimously to pay the required contribution of 
£30. 2. OCC has stated it is not prepared to accept PC’s offer of a loan to pay for upgrading works on Clifton 
Road footpath and Clir Mrs Brewer will now apply for a grant from the EC. She will write to the Euro MP, Mr 
Charles Elles and explain that Clifton is cut off from shops and local services because of an unusable footpath. 
Cllr Todd wants Clifton residents to step up their pressure on OCC. 3. OCC say the final top surface of the 
footpath in High Street/New Street will be laid after the frosts, in May. 4. Clirs Hill and Brewer to complete a 
questionnaire on the Environment Strategy which is being presented at the Rio Summit. 5. Three grit bins to 
be provided at Deddington, Clifton and Windmill at revised cost of £110 per bin, to include salt, grit and 
maintenance. Windmill to pay PC for theirs. 
PLANNING: 1. Applicants appealing against planning refusal for bungalow in Chapman’s Lane. PC to 
confirm its objections to the appeal hearing. 2. PC to uphold the condition that required Johnson’s Yard to 
demolish old storage building on completion of new office block. The company wants the condition lifted but 
the PC says the old building is an “eyesore in the conservation area.” 3. No objections to application to extend 
Health Centre to provide extra treatment and consulting room. 4. CDC has refused application for house at 
Clifton Mill, 
WINDMILL: Cllr Flux reported that 11 user-groups attended a “helpful and friendly” meeting on 8 February. 
They agreed to hold another Open Day on 27 May and the AGM will be at 7.30pm on 18 April. 
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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL continued 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 at 6.7%, £115,000 at 5.8125%, £8,110 at 3.625% and £7.911 overnight at 3%. Total 
funds: £581,021. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 1. CDC’s travel pass and token scheme leaflet should have been delivered to every 
household. Copies are available from the Clerk’s office. 2. PC to contribute £36 to the Royal British Legion's 
75th Anniversary chain of poppies in August. 3. Letter from Cherwell Valley Parishes asking for contribution 
towards legal representation to fight plans for developing Upper Heyford Air Base. PC declined to make a 
contribution, despite Cllr Miss Hill’s comment that Deddington may one day have a similar problem with the 
air bases at Barford and Croughton.

Here we go again! Lambing has started a week early. So I got my sums 
wrong or the sheep can't count. Anyway we are now with the sheep ally- 
day and most of the night. And after 35 years of lambing the thrill - 
of seeing a lamb born has not diminished - well, that is until the silly little 
beast refuses to suckle and the mother takes to her heels and clears the fence into 
the next pen! So far we are getting a high percentage of singles, no doubt due to 
the hot dry weather at 'tupping time' but still, one lamb is better than none and 
as my bank manager keeps telling me, you can't have what is not there. I wish the 
tax man would take the same view! After a ewe has had her lambs she is put into an 
individual pen for about 12 hours and if everything is all right she is moved into 
a larger group of about 20 for a few days and then, depending on the weather, 
turned out into the grass paddocks around the buildings. The paddocks are fenced 
with electric fencing and floodlit at night in the hope of persuading Mr Fox not to 
try his luck. Despite the snow and cold at the beginning of February the crops are 
showing very little damage and it will soon be time to put the first dressing of 
nitrogen on the oil seed rape and grassland. 
With Spring just around the corner (I hope) some early Spring flowers are out in 
bloom. Snowdrops in the garden, primroses in the churchyard and catkins in the 
wood. Most of our resident birds have staked out their territory ready for the 
next breeding season. The workshop robin is defending his old site with vigour and 
sits on the beam above the work bench singing along with classic FM.

My recent 'In Touch' news sheet delivered just prior to Christmas incorporated a 
questionnaire from which I hoped I may gather information on some of the local 
issues of importance to you. I was pleasantly surprised to receive 36 replies with 
your comments, and would like to thank all who kindly took the trouble. 

Sites for Housing The question was: Which Option of the four County Strategies do 
you favour - (i) Maintenance of current "Country Towns" strategy (ii) New ; 
Settlement at Upper Heyford (iii) Creation of "Rail Corridors" (iv) Dispersal to 
smaller towns. Your replies were as follows: (i) 16 votes (ii) 2 votes (iii) 14 
votes (iv) 4 votes. 

Of the local issues that concerned you most, listed below in brackets are your 
priorities: bus services (5), council housing (1), safer play areas (-), litter 
(1), council tax levels (9), better car parking facilities (9), local job prospects 
(10), improved street lighting (1) 

Other comments received and noted concerned: no more housing in Deddington or 
Barford apart from houses for first-time buyers; the increase in petty crime and 
dog fouling, and the amount of heavy traffic through the centre of Deddington. 

This information is from a small number of people, but it may give an indication of 
preferences.

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GARDENING NOTES

Our gardening series gets off to a seasonal start with some tips from a 
two of our local enthusiasts. Ay we 
First, from OLIVER HAWES.... A cheap way to provide yourself with 
cloches is to take a plastic one-litre bottle, preferably green though white will 
do. Cut off the bottom and place the bottle over your seedling plants. Remove the 
stopper to let the air circulate. You can water your plants without removing the 
cloche. After use the cloches can be strung between posts; hang them by the neck 
using a clove hitch. If the posts are sited in the soft fruit bed, the cloches act 
-as bird scarers. 


And from MARTANNE ELSLEY..'... The last week in March is my time for pruning hybrid 
tea roses: not a day before; not a day later. I know that there are all sorts of 
views on this and all sorts of methods including putting the hedge cutter over 
them. But I stick to my timing. First cut out all dead wood, then the spindly 
thin bits. Cut out the really old wood from the bottom and then cut down what is 
left by about two thirds to a healthy outward pointing bud. When pruning an old 
plant it is a good idea to take out one in three of the old shoots each year. 
This is also the time for putting manure, compost or fertiliser on the perennial 
beds. Growmore will scorch new shoots, so don't wait too long.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 yearsago by Buffy Heywood 


In the last issue, extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley were 

given for November 1845. The next volumes are missing and they start again in 
January 1847. This month, I list the names of various inhabitants of Deddington 
whose names and occupations have appeared in the diaries. 

There were various members of the Churchill family, including Henry Churchill, John 
Churchill who was the District Coroner and 'Grocer' Churchill. Farmers included 
Messrs. Stilgoe, Gardner of Clifton, Whetton, French, Austin, Dean, Gibbard and 
Lovell of Hempton. There was a Mr. Keene, who lived in ‘the new house in our 
Street' (New Street, or perhaps High Street - does anyone know which this was?) 
_.Mc. Hatton was the landlord of the Kings Arms and Mr. Sturch of the Unicorn; Mr. 
Turner the Doctor and Surgeon; Mr. Samuel Field, Solicitor; Spiers the Clerk; 
Caleutt was Postmaster and Hirons were Printers. The Schoolmaster was Mr. Clarke; 
Jos.Gibbs the Watchmaker; Franklins Builders; Hopcraft Stonemason; Gardner the 
Thatcher; Davis Painter, and Heritage and John Busby (I think) were Carpenters. 
Bygrave and W. French were Shoemakers; Boyles Blacksmith and Farrier; Knibbs the 
Saddler; Gibbs the Molecatcher; Margetts the Grocer and 'Butcher' Dean. 

This is by no means a full list but just a few of the names I noted down whilst 
reading. I hope they mean something to some of you.
